This is a decision on the declaration filed on 28 November 2006 which has been 
treated as a renewed petition under 37 CFR 1 .42. No fee is required. 



DECISION 



BACKGROUND 



On 05 June 2006, a decision dismissing applicants' petition under 37 CFR 1 .42 
was mailed. The declaration was regarded as not to contain all of the information 
required by 37 CFR 1 .497(a) and (b). Applicants were given two months to respond 
with extensions of time available. 

On 28 November 2006, applicants filed a new declaration and a three-month 
extension of time request. 

DISCUSSION 

In response to the decision dated 05 June 2006, applicant submitted another 
declaration signed by two of the three named inventors and Cynthia H. Scanlon as 
legal representative of deceased inventor, Matthew J. Scanlan. 

The new declaration records the citizenship, residence, and mailing address of 
the legal representative as required by 37 CFR 1 .497(b)(2). The declaration also lists 
the citizenship of all inventors including the deceased inventor. 

This declaration complies with 37 CFR 1 .497(a) and (b).
